points the forefaid dvdreas to be one of their Scors

read to him by the Few in Spanifh ; and for the

Ambrofio 
was with us during the Cdrif¢ma/s Holy-days, and 
having met with Captain Azdreas on Board the St. 
Andrew (whom he always look’d on as his mortal 
Enemy) reproach’d him with his Villany, by telling 
him, that he was ftill a Spaniard altho’ he took the 
_ Collony’s Cormiffion: This occafion’d fome blows 
between them, and both Parties were going to fall 
on, if they had not been parted by our Seairen.
